Schools were locked down 
and the town of Edson was 
reeling yesterday after a 
woman was attacked on a 
walking path, three days 
after a teenage girl was 
slain in broad daylight. 

The woman was walking 
along a path near a Tim 
Hortons in the town’s east 
side shortly before 1:30 


p.m. when she was at¬ 
tacked. 

The woman was 
taken to hospital for 
a medical assess¬ 
ment and released, 
said RCMP 

spokesman Cpl. 
Wayne Oakes. 

Investigators com¬ 
pared details of the recent 
attack to 14-year-old Emily 
Stauffer’s death Saturday 
afternoon. 

“We anticipate an in¬ 



creased presence of RCMP 
officers in the area,” 
Oakes said in a re¬ 
lease. 

Police describe the 
suspect in the latest 
case as a muscular 
white male in his 
mid 20s who is taller 
than 5-foot-9. He has 
dirty hands, a strong body 
odour and was wearing a 
black hoodie with white 
lettering on the chest and 
red material around the 


hood, as well as a black pair 
of BOCA pants, police said. 

Police, meanwhile, con¬ 
firmed yesterday Stauffer 
was a victim of foul play af¬ 
ter an autopsy, but won’t 
say how she was killed or if 
the attack was sexual in 
nature. 

Police release a sketch of 
a person of interest who 
may have information 
about the case, but the 
Mounties say the man isn’t 
considered a suspect.

Truckers who use 
Whitemud Drive will get a

Man acquitted in killing 
to be tried again: Court

Alberta’s top court has or¬ 
dered a second trial for a 
man acquitted in the bru¬ 
tal sex slaying of a 13-year- 
old girl lured from the 
West Edmonton Mall. 

The Alberta Court of Ap¬ 
peal has allowed the 
Crown to appeal the deci¬ 
sion made in which 
Michael Briscoe, 37, was 
found not guilty of first-de- 
gree-murder, kidnapping 
and aggravated sexual as¬ 
sault in the April 2005 
death of Nina Courtepatte. 

Justice Brian Bellows 
convicted Joseph Laboucan 
in the case, but ruled that 
Briscoe — who had driven 
a group from the mall to 
the golf course — was not 
guilty. Three youths were 
also convicted. 

Briscoe’s lawyer had ar¬ 
gued that Briscoe never fol¬ 
lowed the group into the 
course, where Courtepatte 
was raped and killed. 

“The Crown has estab¬ 
lished that the trial judge 


erred in failing to consider 
whether (Briscoe) was will¬ 
fully blind to the harm his 
cohorts intended to cause 
the victim,” the three- 
judge panel wrote in a de¬ 
cision. “But for this error, 
the verdicts may well have 
been different.” 

Courtepatte’s mother 
said she welcomes the de¬ 
cision and “hopes justice 
will prevail.” 

“I am ecstatic by the de¬ 
cision,” Peacha Atkinson 
told Metro. “This gives us 
more closure in knowing 
that he is going to come 
back to court, and he’s not 
going to get away with it 
... justice will be served in 
the end.”

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Sheriff unit to crack

Alberta’s sheriffs will 
clamp down on notorious 
neighbourhood homes 
that are known for drugs, 
gangs and prostitution be¬ 
ginning today. 

A new 14-member unit of 
sheriffs across the province 
will enforce civil laws in 
stopping criminal activity by 
investigating public and 
anonymous complaints 
about illegal activities on 


properties and, if necessary, 
force landowners to shut 
them down for up to 90 
days. 

And if any criminal activi¬ 
ty has been found during 
their investigation, the prop¬ 
erties will be turned over to 
the police. 

Police Chief Mike Boyd 
welcomed the move during 
an announcement yesterday 
and said problem houses 
and businesses have become 
a “crime magnet” for neigh¬ 
bourhoods since police re¬ 
search has shown spikes in 


break and enters and auto 
thefts near problematic 
properties. 

“We need to do something 
about that,” said Boyd. 

“And we can tell you that 
the Edmonton Police Service 
has not had the resources to

Registry lines jammed 

Website crashes, switchboard overloads as Do Not Call List begins 


Canada’s widely anticipat¬ 
ed do-not-call list was a 
victim of its own populari¬ 
ty when thousands rushed 
to sign up soon after it 
launched yesterday, crash¬ 
ing the registry website 
and clogging toll-free 
phone lines. 

The system was so over¬ 
whelmed it crashed short¬ 
ly after 9 a.m. and was 
available only sporadically 
for the rest of the day. 

The Canadian Radio-tele- 
vision and Telecommuni¬ 
cations Commission, the 
federal agency in charge of 
the list, said yesterday it 
would be working 
overnight to increase the 
system’s capacity. There is 
no deadline to sign up for 
the service. 

“We’re victims of our 


own success,” said Denis 
Carmel, a spokesperson for 
the CRTC. 

More than a million con¬ 
sumers had called one of 
two phone lines to tiy to 
register by early afternoon. 
At one point more than 
40,000 callers were trying 
get through “at the same 
^^^^^instant,” 


Carmel said. An unknown 
additional number tried to 
sign up online at the reg¬ 
istry’s website. 

Just over 200,000 con¬ 
sumers had succeeded in 
getting on the list by 1:30 
p.m., Carmel said. Most of 
them had signed up by 9 
a.m., when the system be¬ 
came overwhelmed. Only a 
_few 


thousand were able to get 
through after that, he said. 

The system is operated 
for the federal agency by 
Bell Canada. 

“Immediate volumes 
were higher than antici¬ 
pated, which impacted the 
registration website for 
several hours in the mid¬ 
dle of the day. But with the 
addition of more band¬ 
width and other network 
resources, things are back 
on track,” 

Bell spokesperson 

Jacqueline Michelis said in 
a later afternoon interview 
yesterday, that “every- 
thing is working well 
now.” 

The CRTC is advising 
people to be patient and 
try again later.

A former sales manager 
for the Edmonton Oilers 
who is seeking another 
term to represent federal 
voters in Edmonton-Mill 
Woods-Beaumont believes 
the economy is his riding’s 
No. 1 issue. 

Mike Lake, the Conserva¬ 
tive incumbent, believes 
many voters in his riding 
are concerned about Cana¬ 
da’s future in the economy 
and any economic hits to 
the country would mean 
big hits to his riding. 

“Voters here want to 
maintain that stability af¬ 
ter what they’ve been see¬ 
ing what has been going 
on globally,” said Lake. 

“Here in Canada, we’ve 
been not totally immune 
to it, but things have been 
pretty good compared to 
other places. But people 
here want to make sure it 
stays that way.” 

Pundits say Lake, who 
was overwhelmingly cho¬ 
sen by voters in 2006, is 
another sure-shot at com¬ 
ing out on top for the rid¬ 
ing on the Oct. 14 election 
day. 

But Michael Butler, 
whose wife was murdered 
last year in their Mill 
Woods home, is once again 
jumping into politics in 
hopes of changing crime 
laws in Canada as an NDP 
candidate. 

Butler, who was unable 
to be reached for com¬ 
ment, has said earlier that 
his campaign will focus on 
criminal issues since it is a 
high priority for his riding. 
And he wants to see better 
facilities across the coun¬ 
try to treat drug addic¬ 
tions.

Harper ’03 speech 
ripped off: Adviser 


A senior Conservative poli¬ 
cy adviser has quit amid 
damaging revelations by 
the Liberals that a major 
2003 speech by Conserva¬ 
tive Leader Stephen Harp¬ 
er on the Iraq war copied 
almost word-for-word a 
speech by former 
Australian prime minister 
John Howard. 

The resignation came 
hours after the Conservative 
campaign downplayed the 
plagiarism allegation as 
cheap “gotcha politics” on 
the eve of the French de¬ 
bate, “irrelevant” to the 
election at hand. 

Owen Lippert, a cam¬ 
paign worker in Conserva¬ 
tive party headquarters, ad¬ 
mitted the speech was 
ripped off. 

Lippert, an experienced 
foreign policy researcher 
with a PhD and expertise in 
intellectual property, apolo¬ 
gized, quit the Conservative 
campaign, and distanced 
Harper from the brazen act 
of plagiarism. 

“I was tasked with — and 
wrote — a speech for the 
then-leader of the Opposi¬ 
tion. Pressed for time, I was

overzealous in copying seg¬ 
ments of another world 
leader’s speech,” said Lip¬ 
pert in a written release on 
party letterhead. 

“Neither my superiors in 
the office of the leader of 
the Opposition nor the 
leader of the Opposition 
was aware that I had done 
so. 

“I apologize to all in¬ 
volved and have resigned 
my position from the Con¬ 
servative campaign.” 

It is the second resigna¬ 
tion by a Conservative cam¬ 
paign official and comes as 
Harper was preparing to 
square off against his four 
political rivals tonight in 
the nationally televised 
French leaders’ debate. 

Harper, whose meticulous 
attention to and re-writing 
of his speeches is a point of 


pride for him and often pre¬ 
cludes any advance distribu¬ 
tion of them to reporters, 
was in rehearsals for the 
French-language debate. He 
was not available to answer 
any questions on the mat¬ 
ter. 

Despite initially down¬ 
playing it, Harper 
spokesman Kory Teneyclce 
said in an interview with 
the Toronto Star after Lip¬ 
pert resigned that “of 
course” officials were con¬ 
cerned when the allegations 
first arose. 

“It’s a rare occurrence in 
academics, journalism or in 
politics. It’s a very serious 
thing when it does happen, 
but it’s not unprecedented 
in any of those occupations. 
But in all of those occupa¬ 
tions, it’s the third rail.” 

That’s a metaphor for po¬ 
litical dynamite, a potential 
career-ender. 

“It’s a very serious thing 
when it happens, for obvi¬ 
ous reasons,” Teneyclce

Financial fallout leads to 
change in debate format 


The financial crisis in the 
United States has forced the 
economy to the forefront of 
Canada’s televised leaders’ 
debates. 

Broadcast 
executives 
yesterday 
rewrote 
format 
tonight’s 
French-lan¬ 
guage debate 
and tomor¬ 
row’s English-language 
event to allow the five 
politicians more time to 
discuss the fallout from the 
financial storm that has 
been pummelling stocks 
and financial markets. 

The decision to devote 
more time to what has be¬ 
come the key issue in the 
election came after the 
Conservatives appealed to 
the broadcast consortium 
that runs the debates to re¬ 
serve an hour — instead of 
12 minutes — for the econ¬ 
omy.

economy. 

Gone are 
the opening 
and closing 
statements by 
the leaders. 

“Given re¬ 
cent events in 
the global 
economy and 
its impact on Canada the 
economy has become a 
paramount issue,” the con¬ 
sortium said in a statement. 

The global economic 
troubles and the revelation 
that Harper delivered a pla¬ 
giarized speech in 2003 
promise new drama to the 
political face-off that has 
become a staple of federal 
election campaigns.

able to some of the 228 
members of Congress who 
voted to defeat the bailout. 

Both encouraged Ameri¬ 
cans to back a Wall Street 
rescue because, as McCain 
said in Des Moines, Iowa, 
“Inaction is not an option.” 

Obama told thousands at 
an outdoor rally in Reno: “It 
is not a time for politicians 
to concern themselves with 
the next election. It is a 
time for all of us to concern 
ourselves with the future of 
the country we love. This is 
a time for action.” reuters

July's GDP growth a fast 
and fleeting feeling 


Canada’s economy dazzled 
in July with the biggest ex¬ 
pansion since 2004 , but 
economists called the 
news “ancient history” 
and predicted sliding 
growth rates from now on 
due to the financial crisis. 

In figures pointing to a 
much stronger than ex¬ 
pected start to the third 
quarter, Statistics Canada 
said yesterday the econo¬ 
my grew 0.7 per cent in Ju¬ 
ly, thanks primarily to a 
surge in crude oil and nat¬ 
ural gas production. 

That was more than three 
times market forecasts of a 
0.2 per cent advance and 
followed June GDP growth 
of just 0.1 per cent. 

But analysts cautioned 


investors not to read too 
much into the good news. 

“Enjoy it while you can, 
since July’s GDP print is a 
rearview mirror fantasy 
that is bound to give way 
to the reality of a much 
weaker economy once data 
pushes into the current en¬ 
vironment,” Scotia Capital 
economists Derek Holt and 
Karen Cordes said in a note 
to clients. reuters

The Audi A4 has grown for 
2009 — literally. Width is 
up by 53 mm, while track 
increases by 46 mm, 
improving shoulder room 
and handling respectively. 

More importantly, the 
wheelbase stretches 165 
mm although overall 
length is only up by 117 
mm. Audi now claims best- 
in-class rear legroom, mean¬ 
ing it’s safe to take your 
friends for drives again. 

From an enthusiast’s 
point of view, the addi¬ 
tional length and wheel¬ 
base free up room for the 
new front chassis architec¬ 
ture. Borrowed from the 
A5/S5 coupes, the revi¬ 
sions allow the engine to 
sit more between the 
front wheels instead of 
ahead of the front axle, 
providing better balance 
and handling. 

The front suspension it¬ 
self is still Audi’s tradition¬ 
al five-link system, with a 


trapezoidal link rear setup. 

The direct-injection en¬ 
gines are familiar yet 
tweaked for ’09, adopting 
Audi’s new Valvelift sys¬ 
tem to maximize power 
and efficiency. The 2.0-litre 
turbocharged four-cylinder 
has received a thorough 
going over, producing 211 
hp and a fantastic 258 lb-ft 
of torque from 1,500 to 
4,500 rpm. The 2.0 TFSI 
will scoot the A4 from 0- 
100 km/h in a scant 6.7 sec¬ 
onds, and returns 8.2 L/100 
km combined. 

However, the optional 
3.2-litre V6 seems less im¬ 
pressive on paper. While 
its 265 hp is up 15 from be¬ 
fore, the 3.2 V6 FSI only ac¬ 
celerates to 100 km/h two- 
tenths faster yet averages 
10.1 L/100 km combined. 

For now, both engines 
are offered with six-speed 
Tiptronic automatic trans¬ 
missions, although six- 
speed manuals and a CVT 
(only on FrontTrak models) 
will make appearances lat¬ 
er in the spring.

Take a stroll to the 18th century 

United Kingdom offers look at lavish filming locations in homes and gardens

Keira Knightley’s new 
movie, The Duchess, is the 
perfect way to spirit your¬ 
self back to the 18th cen¬ 
tury. 

The movie is based on 
the biography of Geor- 
giana Spencer, a beautiful 
aristocrat who marries the 
wealthy but cold duke of 
Devonshire. While her 
marriage is empty, her so¬ 
cial schedule is full — 
she’s a society darling, 
fashion icon, political 
campaigner, adulterer, 
compulsive gambler and 
England’s first celebrity. 

But just as dramatic as 
Georgiana’s story are the 
lavish costumes, towering 
wigs and the sumptuous 
18th century sets. 

Director Saul Dibb was 
committed to making the 
set as authentic as possi¬ 
ble, so the movie was 
filmed in real 18th centu¬ 
ry homes and gardens. 

Cast and crew travelled 
the length of England to 
find the most suitable lo¬ 
cations in which to film, 
picking a dining room 
from one house and a ball¬ 
room from another in or¬ 
der to create the perfect 
look Dibb wanted. Filming 
was challenging, not only 
because of the attention 


to detail but because of 
the restrictions involved 
in filming in these pro¬ 
tected, historic homes. 

Viewers get the chance 
to see inside some of the 
most opulent historic 
houses in England 
throughout the movie, 
but can also go for a snoop 
in person — all of these 
stunning places are open 
to the public. Georgiana’s 
country home, 

Chatsworth House, was 
built between 1686 and 


1707 and is still the De- 
vonshires’ home today. 

Set in extensive 
grounds, in the stunning 
rolling green hills of the 
Derbyshire countryside, 
this vast manor and the 
magnificent gardens are 
open to the public, so you 
can sweep through the 
long corridors like Knight- 
ley does in the film.

Quirky inventors 
hold films’ interest

Flash of Genius tells the 
dramatic true story of Pro¬ 
fessor Robert Kearns, the 
inventor of the 
intermittent windshield 
wiper. 

Now, if you’re thinking 
that sounds like an unusu¬ 
al premise for a multimil¬ 
lion dollar Hollywood 
blockbuster, you would be 
correct. 

But it’s not just the odd¬ 
ness of the invention; Hol¬ 
lywood has had an aver¬ 
sion to all true stories 
about inventors lately. 

Not since the 1940s with 
classic flicks like Mervyn 
LeRoy’s Madame Curie or 
Edison the Man have films 
about great true discover¬ 
ers made a significant im¬ 
pact in Tinseltown. 

Instead, it seems that 
producers are more at¬ 
tracted by the quirkiness 
of character than the 
greatness of invention. As 
the stars of Flash of Genius 
— in theatres on Friday — 
would attest, their film is 
no different. 

“There are probably 
more invention stories out 
there that have more hero¬ 
ism and triumph in them,” 
says Flash of Genius ac¬ 
tress Lauren Graham dur¬ 
ing a recent interview. 
“What’s interesting about 
this person is how far he 
went in pursuit of what he 
believed was right.” 

That’s true. Ripped off by 
the auto industry, the film 
shows Kearns (played by 
Greg Kinnear), enduring

Cuomo shedding his angst 

Weezer singer learning to ease up on band's creative reins

Rivers Cuomo has lost con¬ 
trol, and he seems to like 
it. The singer, famous for 
clutching the reins tightly 
at the front of his band 
Weezer, is suddenly no 
longer entirely in charge 
of any part of his life — 
and maybe it’s no 
coincidence that he’s more 
successful than ever. 

“I’m just calming down 
and less likely to buy into 
my own negative think¬ 
ing,” the recovering con¬ 
trol freak says, on the 
phone from a concert date 
in New Jersey. “I’m just 
more circumspect.” 

Perhaps there’s simply 
little for the 38-year-old to 
complain about. The band 
is playing large venues it 
has never played before 
(Madison Square Garden 
in New York, and the Air 
Canada Centre in Toronto 
last night), and their cur¬ 
rent album’s leadoff single 
Pork and Beans topped the 
U.S. rock radio charts for 
months. 

His personal life is, by 
his account, thriving even 
more. Cuomo — once the

Catfight away from the catwalk 


YOU’RE EITHER IN OR 
YOU’RE OUT - OF COURT: 

Project Runway’s big mo¬ 
ment in the pop culture 
spotlight is pretty much 
over, but the show is cur¬ 
rently being fought over in 
court like a no-longer-cute 
child caught in a bitter cus¬ 
tody battle. Last Friday, a 
judge granted an injunction 
preventing the show from 
making its move from NBC- 
owned Bravo US to the life¬ 
time channel, a move bro¬ 
kered by the Weinstein 
Company, the show’s pro¬ 
ducers, earlier this year. 

According to an NBC Uni¬ 
versal press release, Wein¬ 
stein “violated NBC Univer¬ 
sal's right of first refusal to 
future cycles of Project Run¬ 
way,” setting the stage for a 
trial that could delay life¬ 
time’s scheduled premiere 
of season six in January, and 
even see NBC regain control 
of the show. 

This could potentially be a 
mortal blow for Lifetime, 
which has built its rebrand¬ 
ing of the network around 
the US$150 million it spent 
on acquiring five cycles of 
the show. 

“I am a huge fan,” said 
Lifetime president Andrea 
Wong in April. “All my 
friends are huge fans. Hav-

ing watercooler movies, dra¬ 
mas and reality shows like 
Project Runway is what life¬ 
time Television is all about.” 

Yesterday, the New York 
Post ran a story on how We¬ 
instein and Lifetime ended 
up in this unenviable posi¬ 
tion, based on disclosures in 
the injunction decision by 
New York Supreme Court 
judge Richard Lowe. 

It all boils down to bad 
blood between Harvey We¬ 
instein and Bravo head Lau¬ 
ren Zalazniclc, who had in¬ 
terfered with production on 
the show and blocked prod¬ 
uct integration deals that 
were vital to both the 
show’s content and bottom 
fine. Most of all, though, We¬ 
instein hated how Bravo 
had cloned the Project Run¬ 
way model with shows like 
Top Chef and Shear Genius 
— a curious complaint in an 
industry where imitation is 
the sincerest form of flattery 
you can inflict on both 


friends and enemies alike. 

In the meantime, season 
six has been in production 
in Los Angeles for two 
weeks, where it’ll film until 
mid-month, before breaking 
to let the finalists create the 
collections they’ll feature in 
Februaiy’s New York Fash¬ 
ion Week at the show’s fi¬ 
nale, by which point the 
lawsuit should be settled. 

The really perverse aspect 
of the whole story is the 
likelihood that NBC Univer¬ 
sal, should it claw the show 
back, will likely take it away 
from Bravo, in the hopes of 
pouring oil over the trou¬ 
bled waters of their relation¬ 
ship with Weinstein. The 
Post even suggested that it 
would be moved to the net¬ 
work flagship, NBC, where 
it’s unlikely to thrive under 
the much higher ratings ex¬ 
pectations of network 
primetime. The whole sorry 
spectacle — a p—ing match 
more than a savvy exercise 
in feeding the bottom line 
— is one that needs to be re¬ 
membered whenever some¬ 
one tells you that the enter¬ 
tainment business is only in¬ 
terested in making money.

12 oz (375 g) boneless, skinless 
chicken breasts 

1 large onion, thinly sliced 

2 celery stalks, chopped 

1 large carrot, thinly sliced 
6 black peppercorns 
Strip of lemon zest 

1 small bunch fresh dill or flat- 
leaf parsley 

1/2 cup (125 mL) long-grain 
white rice 
Juice of 1 lemon 

2 eggs, beaten 
Salt and pepper 

GARNISH: 

Sprigs of fresh dill or flat-leaf 
parsley 

METHOD: 

1. Place chicken breasts, onion, 
celery, carrot, black 
peppercorns, lemon zest and 
dill or parsley into a large 
saucepan. Add 4 cups (1 L) wa¬ 
ter and bring to a boil over 
medium heat, skimming off 
foam. Reduce heat and half¬ 
cover with a lid, so water bub¬ 
bles gently. Simmer until 
chicken is cooked through, 


about 15 minutes. 

2. Remove chicken from pan 
with a slotted spoon and set 
aside. Strain the broth through 
a large sieve into a clean pan, 
discarding the vegetables and 
flavourings. 

3. Reheat broth until boiling, 
then stir in rice. Simmer gen¬ 
tly until rice is almost tender, 
about 8 to 10 minutes. Mean¬ 
while, cut or tear chicken into 
thin shreds, and mix lemon 
juice with beaten eggs. 

4. Add shredded chicken to 
soup. Heat over medium heat 
until soup almost boils again. 
Remove from heat and pour in 
lemon juice mixture, stirring 
constantly. Season lightly with 
salt and pepper. Serve immedi¬ 
ately, garnished with sprigs of 
dill or parsley.
